In the great 
fight of the people to drive the special 
interests from the dominion of our gov- 
ernment, the nation is stronger and its 
jurisdiction is more effective than that 
of any State. The most effective weap- 
on against these great corporations, 
most of which are finance! and owned 
om the Atlantic Coast, will be Federal 
laws and the Federal executive. That 
is why I so strongly oppose the demand 
to turn these matters over to the 
States. It is fundamentally a demand 
against the interest of the plain peo- 
ple, of the ple of small! means, 
against the interest of our children and 
our children's children: and it is pri- 
marily in the interest of the great cor- 
Porations which desire to escape all 
government control. 

THE CONSERVATION FIGHT. . 
“One of the difficulties in putUng in- 
to paactice the conservation idea is 
that the field to which it epplies ts 
constantly growing in the public mind. 
It has been no slight task to bring be 
fore 90,000,000 people a great conception 
like that of conservation, and convince 
them thatyit is right. This much we 
have ac plished. But there remains 
much to be cleared up, and many mis- 
understandings to be removed. These 
misunderstandijgs are due ing part at 
least to direct misrepresentation by 
the men to whose interest it is that 
conservation should not prosper. For 
example, we find it constantly said by 
men who should know better, that 
temporary Withdrawals, such as the 
withdrawal of coal lands, will perma- 
nentiy check development. Yet the fact 
is that these withdrawals have no pur- 
base except to prevent the coal lands 
from passing into private ownership 
until Congress can pass laws to open 
them to development under conditions 
just alike to the public and to the men 
who will do the developing. If there is 
delay, the responsibility for it resta, 
not on the men who made the with- 
drawals to protect the public interest, 
but on those who prevent Congress 
from passing wise legisiati and 80 
putting an end to the need with- 
drawals. 

“Abuses committed in the name of a 
just cause are familiar to all of us. 
Many unwise things are done and many 
unwige measures are advocated in the 
name of conservation, elther through 
ignorance, or by those whose interest 
lies not in promoting the movement, 
but in retarding it. For example, to 
stop water-power development by 
needless refusal to issue permits for 
water power or private irrigation works 
on the public lands inevitably leads 
many men, friendly to conservation 
and believers in its general principles, 
to Assume that its practical application 
ie neces@arily a check upon progress.

To head off the Western Pacific 
from an easy way Into Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

(2.) To “tap” a very fertile and rich 
region, by connecting Los Angeles and 
the Owens River Valley. 

(3.) To open a sew tourist route 
from California to the East. 

(4) To relieve the freight conges- 
tion which ties up California every year 
when the oranges are ready for ship- 
ment, 

The ratiroad men who are building 


| the road declare that it is by far the 


best route ever opened to this State. 
It is one of the most beautiful, scen- 
ically, and the most negotiable as re- 
guards easy grades. 

It has been for a long time a plum 
Tipe for picking. For forty years the 
valley inhabitants, marooned in the 
high Sierras, have been hoping for the 
coming of a line. They have been dis- 
appointed so many times that some of 
the old-timers are still skeptical, al- 
though the gap is almost closed.

NEW FIRE ALARM SYSTEM IN &. 
CULIAR ACCIDENT, 


— — — 


Mysterious Man in Blue“ May Be 
Made to Teli What He Kaess, 
Cregier Says He Believes Rival 
Company le Connected With Effort 
to Destroy Cable. 


What is regarded as an effort to de- 
stroy the Cregier fire-alarm station of 
the University district, was made on 
Saturday morning. N. Banks Cregiét, 
the engineer who installed the elabo- 
rate and intricate system, is inclined to 
connect the attempt with the war that 
has been made upon him by the Game- 
well interests, whose system the dis- 
placed in the south end of the city. 
He said last night: 

“I have been anticipating that some- 
thing might be done in an effort to dis- 
credit our system, during the thirty 
days test of its efficiency that is now 
being made, and I have been clostiy 
on the watch and sleep each night in 
the station. 

“On Saturday morning, a little after 
8 o'clock, as I lay on my couch, 
head close to the fuse racks, I 
startied by a blinding flash that 
lighted up the room and burned out 4 
number of lighter fuses. The operate 
and myself instantly located the trou-

“IT at once sent the foreman to the 
spot which Is but a few blocks away 
from: the station, and he discovered 
that our cable had been dropped won 
the trolley wires of the Los Angeles 
Rallway, and was confpletely burned 
off. The mystery is, that a half-inch 
steel cable that supported the alarm 
cable, and is capable of standing & 
strain of thourands of pounds, had to 
be completely burned off before it 
would be possible for the alarm cable 
to drop to the trolley wires. To my 
mind. and that of nine electrical ¢x- 
perts who have examined it, this 
could only have been accomplished by, 
in some way, connecting it with the 
high-power cables higher up, ww 
carry 2400 volte. This is born out by 
the fact that the steel cable was net 
burned through, where it lay upon the, 
trolley wires, which carry 500 volta, but 
was only burned about one-third 
through, though it rested there for 
some time. 
“Tt was a supreme test of the Cre- 
gier system, for the damage done in the 
station was repaired within a few min- 
utes and the cable was repaired and 
back in its place within two hours, 
Had any man in the station or at any 
of the boxes had his hand on any of 
the keys or on any metal connection, 
it would probably have killed him, 
“I do not definitely charge anybody 
with the erime, but FP want to tell you 
the cireumetances that lead to sus- 
picion. About two weeks ago the o- 
cials of San Bernardino came down 
here to inspect this station, and while 
they were here, Jack Coffey, Pacific 
Coast agent for the Gamewell com- 
ny, came to the station, accompanted 
a lineman.

Relief from the Main-street traffic 
ie in sight if favorable ac- 
tion is taken on the Pacific Electric 
company’s application made yesterday 
for a“ double-track franchise on San 
Pedro street from Aliso to Seventh. 
If that franchise can be obtained all 
ot the interurban cars will be taken 
of Main street. 

The plan of the company, as out- 
lined in The Times some weeks ago, 
is to extend its elevated tracks north 
of the depot at Sixth and Main through 
to San Pedro street, thus making it 
possible to discharge cars to that 
street without delays. The south en- 
trance, opening out onto .Main street, 
will probably be closed up. 

The traffic officials of the Pacific 
Electri: estimate that with the cars 
run over San Pedro street instead of 
Main, fifteen minutes can be saved in 
the running time of all north-bound 
cars. and fiye minutes on all south- 
bound. The delay resulting from con- 
gestion of traffic between Sixth and 
First streets is a serious matter and 
during the rush hours and on holidays 
the schedules are frequently shattered. 

The removal of the interurban cars 
will also relieve the congestion of the 
yellow cars. At the present time per- 
sens depending on the Main-street 
locals are seriously inconvenienced be- 
tween the hours of 4:30 and 6 o'clock, 
and biockades are of almost nightly 
occurrence.. During the rush hour the 
average time required by a car to 
cover the distance between First and 
Seventh streets is fourteen minutes. 

At the present time the Pacific Elec- 
tric is operating 1200 “trains” a day 
out of the Sixth-and-Main-street de- 
pot.

Leader Sees It ‘Sure 


Before Superior Court in 

Criminal Libel Complaints Against 
Times-Mirror Company Official.
